A gift of a second $1,000 from 
C harles M orris Young of R adnor, 
Pa , to the Adams C ounty Free li­ 
b rary was announced Friday eve­ 
ning a t the Jan u ary m eeting of the 
library's board of directors. 
T he announcem ent was m ade in a 
letter from Mr. Young, read to the 
board by Mrs E. S Le wars. 
L ast year Mr. Young, who was 
born near here and form erly resided 
in G ettysburg, presented three of 
his large paintings to the library 
and supervised their hanging in the 
library lobby and reference room. 
W ith the pictures he gave the li­ 
brary $ I XKK) to be kept in tru st w ith 
the income to be used for the care 
of the pictures T he $1,000 received 
F riday will be added to th a t tru st 
fund. 
Mr. Young ha* attained an in te r­ 
national reputation as an a rtist in 
the last hail century 
His woriL> 
L ve been displayed in m any a rt 
galleries in this country and abroad 
P resident C alvin A. Cluck presid­

M rs Lucija Ki a s ti era has not seen 
or heard from her husband, M ein- 
hards K in d lers, since he was con­ 
scripted by the G erm aas for service 
in the Nazi arm y after the fam ily 
had fled from their home in L atvia 
ju st ahead of th e R ussian invasion 
Mr. K instiers was an office w ork­ 
er. W ith a few belongings they fled 
to G erm any. A lter K instiers was 
taken for arm y duty, Mrs K iastlers 
and her two daughters, G unta and 
D aina. 
w andered 
about G erm any 
until the A m ericans cam e, and they 
I entered an in tern atio n al displaced 
persons camp. 
G unta, now nine years old, Is a 
pupil in the third grade a t the High 
street school, and D aina, ll, is in 
fifth grade at the Meade school.

All of 
them like G ettysburg. 
The two girls are doing well in 
school, according to Mrs. W ieder, 
largely because of the six years they 
spent in the DP cam p, studying the 
English language. 
Mrs. K in stiers’ fath er and m other 
are still in a DP cam p in G erm any, 
but have recently obtained a “spon­ 
sor" in this country, and expect to 
come to the U nited S tates soon.

w holesale m arkets, egg prices d ro p ­ 
ped to 62 cents a dozen on the 
F arm ers m arket this m orning. Large 
w hites sold from 65 to 70 cents a 
dozen a week ago. 
O ther farm product* showed little 
or no change. Wbth th e close of the 
holiday season pork was in greater 
dem and. Loins were $1 a pound; 
backbone, 50 cents a pound; ribs, 50 
cents a pound; neck roast, 55 cents 
a pound; shoulder roast. 65 cents 
a pound; ham roast, 75 cents a 
pound; sausage, 60 cents a pound; 
scrapple. 25 cents a pound; pudding, 
50 cen ts a pound; fresh sidem eat. 
55 cents a pound; liver, 5‘) cents a 
pound and lard, 22 cents a pound. 
T here w as no change in th e price 
of chickens, dressed roasters and 
fryers bringing 55 to 60 cent* a 
pound. 


Good apples were plentiful at 25 
cents a q u arte r peck. 45 cents a 
I half peck and from $2 50 to $3 a 
bushel. P otatoes were 20 cents a 
q u arter peck, an i *2 a bushel.

Crist, Adams county 
coroner. Investigated 69 d ea th s d in ­ 
ing 1950, according to hts reports 
filed w ith th e county com m issioners. 
Tile num ber was an increase of 
five over th e 64 recorded in 1949 and 
a jum p of eight over the 61 listed in 
1948. 


Tw enty-tw o of those who died 
suddenly were females, us com pared 
to 24 fem ales in th e preceding year; 
47 were m ale , as com pared to 40 in 
1949. 
H eart conditions led all causes of 
death. T h irty -fo u r died of h e a rt con­ 
ditions, ranging from coronary oc­ 
clusion 
to 
acute dilation of 
the 
heart. 


C oronary occlusion rem ained the 
top cause of sudden death. T w enty- 
six persons, 20 m ales and six female, 
had their d eath s attrib u ted to coro­ 
nary 
occlusion.

m ale. 
F our Suicides 
Four suicides were listed, one by 
bichloride of m ercury, one by h an g ­ 
ing and a th ird bv stran g u latio n — 
all w o m e n -a n d the fourth, a m an.

Four persons died from cerebral 
hem orrhages, two m ales and two 
fem ales Two deaths were caused by 
fire, a child and an elderly m an.

W ashington, 
Jan.

(ZP -Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower leaves for 
Europe today to take up his u n ­ 
precedented peacetim e com m and of 
in tern atio n al defease forces in W est­ 
ern Europe. 
B efore leaving, he w as scheduled 
to top off a week-long round of con­ 
ferences w ith diplom atic and m ili­ 
tary officials by a m eeting 
with 
President T rum an. Following their 
talk Mr. T ru m an was expected to 
see th e general off at the W ashing­ 
ton airport. 
Eisenhower is expected to tell the 
E uropeans th a t while the U. S. is 
prepaied to do its full sh are to ­ 
ward m aking W estern forces strong 
enough to repel C om m unist aggres­ 
sion. their n ations also will have to 
do ail w ithin their power to supply 
men, m oney and m aterials. 
Am erican officials so far feel th a t 
the scope and speed of m ilitary 
p rep aratio n s in W estern Europe* gen­ 
erally are far from adequate.

bers of the N orth A tlantic Alliance 
ranging from Norway and B ritain 
in th e 1 n o rth to Italy in the south.

Red Armies Push Offensive 


In Attempt To Trap United 


Nations Units In South Korea 


Tokyo, .fan. ti </P)— Red armies of China and North Korea 
whipped their ham m er and nickle offensive ahead today 
against United Nations soldiers retreating on wheels in South 
Korea. 
Its aim was to trap and destroy tens of thousands of Allied 
troops by sealing them off from the old beachhead in south­ 
east Korea. 
The ham m er hit straight at Suwon, 20 miles south of the 
twice-lost capital of Seoul; the sickle swept in massive power 
on \\ onju, 55 miles southeast of Seoul. 
With Wonju, a big- road and rail center, the Reds would 
control the heart of South Korea. Roads fan out in all direc­ 
tions. Troop* can be shunted either to the left or ritfht or 
straight down toward Taegu, the Allied bastion in last sum ­ 
mer’s battle for the Pusan beachhead. 
I " im ; Seven Red Arm ies 
Rut.the big prize was the main body of U.N. troops them ­ 
selves, w ithdraw ing south of Seoul in long motorized columns. 
A Communist force striking southwest from the Wonju 
huh would he in position to block off the retreat and trap the 
withdrawing Highth Army against the Yellow Sea.
